When Barbara Cosby 
opened her July gas bill, she 
was shocked to see that she 
and her husband owed 
$1,294, which is quite the 
stretch from the $170 they are 
used to paying to heat their 
home on Beachview Avenue. 

The couple is registered 
with Enbridge for an equal 
billing setup where every 
August the rate is adjusted 
based on usage from the year 
before. In the past, they have 
only seen a minimal increase. 

"We're not normally look¬ 
ing at hundreds of dollars," 
said Barbara. 

The reason for this four fig¬ 
ure bill is because Enbridge 

Billing Plan (BBP) install¬ 


ment too low, according to 
previous consumption and 
as a result the final BBP 
adjustment has ended up 
being much higher than nor- 

Cosby said she isn’t going 
to fight the gas company, try¬ 
ing to trim down the amount 
owed, but would like to be 
given the option of paying it 
off in installments., beyond 
the deadline of September 
she has been given. 

"It’s over the course of a 
year they've made this mis¬ 
take and now they want us to 
correct it in two months... our 
pensions aren't going up 
any," she said. 

In a letter provided by 
Enbridge, a phone number is 
given for customers to call to 
sort out when they can 
square up with their bill, but 
until Wednesday of this week 
it was nearly impossible as 
the lines were busy with 
other people facing the same 
dilemna. 

"I can't get through to them 
to make an arrangement for 
payment," she said before 
being contacted by an 
Enbridge employee who set 
her up with a payment plan. 


Enbridge spokesperson 
Lisa McCarney-Warus said 
some customers are dealing 
with an extra amount on their 
bill, while others have earned 
a credit amount, based on a 
variance between what they 
have been billed to date and 
their actual usage. Enbridge 
has 800,000 customers and of 
them 100,000 received a let¬ 
ter saying their adjustment 
rate was set too low, which is 
the reason why they owe a 
larger amount than what they 
are used to. That's why the 
letter was sent out, to be 
proactive, said McCamey- 

"We wanted to acknowl- 

end, setting the installment 
amounts too low for these 
particular customers,” she 
said. 

Customers who received 
the letter will not be charged 
interest until September and 
anyone who is setup to have 
their bill taken automatically 
from their bank account will 
notice it was left alone until 
they make arrangements for 
payment. 

"We didn't want anyone to 
be surprised," she said.

replacement yet patients 
waiting for cancer surgery 
and treatment have to wait. 
Hips and knees are painful 
and need to be done, but 
they are not life threaten¬ 
ing. Cancer, ruptured 
appendixes, and many 
other types of surgeries are 
life threatening to all ages. 

Patients having to wait in 
emergency rooms for days 
before a bed is available 
are susceptible to infec¬ 
tions and repercussions of 
such because of the over¬ 
crowded environment they 


are forced to be in.
